TAXES FOR BONDED INDEBTEDXNESS.

AN ACT to.amend Chapter 45 of the Revision of 1860, in relation
to Revenue.

Seorion 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly
of the State of Jowa, That hereafter it shall not be law-
ful for the Board of Supervisors of any county in this
State to levy taxés in any one year for the payment of
bonded indebtedness, including judgments founded on
such indebtedness, (and excluding such indebtedness as
may exist at the *ime, on account of bounties for enlist-
ment in the military service, er for the support of fami-
lies of volunteers,) or more than three mills on the dol-
lar upon the last corrected assessed valuation of the
taxabYe property in such county: Provided, Nothing
herein contained shall be construed to reduce the rate
of taxation below the rate fixed for one year in any
county in which a specific rate was fixed by the vote of
such county authorizing the issue of such bonds.

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with
this Act, are hereby repealed.
